Weil Resigns; 
Cites Ethies

Business Manager Edward 
Weil resigned from the Andover 
school system Tuesday night - - 
effective March 17 - - because, 
he said, he could not ethically 
be associated with actions by 
some school committeemen. 

Weil also said he felt the 
reasons should be made known, 
because he was an employee in 
the public domain. 

The resignation was met with 
apparent surprise by the com- 
mittee and, when Weil chose 
not to elaborate beyond his 
prepared statement, two com- 
mitteemen went back to the 
tape recorder in order to res- 
pond. 

‘These have been extremely 
difficult times,’’ Weil said. 
‘Most of us have hoped, even 
prayed that the conflict, the 
abrasiveness, the bitterness o1 
the past could begin to 
diminish. In that what I have to 
Say may add to that 
divisiveness, I am truly sorry.” 

‘“‘Unfortunately,’’ he said, 
‘there are considerations of in- 
tegrity, morality, and ethics 
that transcend personal 
feelings. I was effective 
because of these ethics. All con- 
tracts went to the lowest 
bidder, all people were judged 
by their performance, all 
decisions were made on the 
basis of ‘what is best for the 
town.’ There were no favorites, 
no. political decisions and no 
personal enrichment.”’ 

‘To me,”’ he said, ‘‘it appears 
that condition no longer exists. 
I cannot be effective under the 
present circumstances. In re- 
cent months a certain contract 
settlement seems to have had a 
political bias. A school com- 
mitteeman has pressured me to 
hire people grossly unqualified 
for job openings because of ap- 
parent political reasons.

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Commission 
Approves 
Some Cuts 


The County Commissioners, 
who had previously trimmed $1,- 
700,000 from this year’s budget 
requests of various department 
heads, have unanimously ap- 
proved the deletion of an ad- 
ditional $311,866.04 on the 
recommendation of the Essex 
County Advisory Board. 
‘Although after nearly 40 hours 
of hearings with Judges, Proba- 
tion Officers, and Department 
Heads, re. their specific needs, 
the Commissioners adopted what 
they thought was a tight budget”’ 
the Board said, in a statement 
issued today. ‘‘We are, however, 
making even deeper cuts in the 
spirit of cooperation with the 
newly created Advisory Board 
which represents the cities and 
towns that must pay the bills.”’ 

‘‘In some cases, the 
recommended cuts may make it 
very difficult for County 
departments to function at peak 
efficiency. But, in an effort at 
added austerity in this difficult 
year, we are willing to make 
these additional reducations. 

“If, however, after operating 
at what we believe to be an ab- 
solute minimum, we find that the 
County services to have been im- 
paired to the point where we can- 
not operate properly, we will 
have to reassess the situation 
when we consider the 1976 
budget.” 

“There are only a handful of 
spots in this year’s budget in 
which we do not accept the 
recommendations of the Ad- 
visory Board, and in those few 
cases we have reaffirmed our 
previous stand. 

New cuts which were voted in- 
clude $188,496,04 in Personnel 
Items, $10,570.00 in New Equip- 
ment and $112,800 in General 
Operating Expenses for 
departments and institutions. 

The budget of the Essex County 
Agricultural and Technical 
Institute adopted months ago by 
the School’s Board of Trustees 
will have to be further reviewed 
by these same Trustees. The 
County Commissioners, although 
a minority of the School’s seven 
trustees (4 members appointed 
by the Governor) must, by law, 
forward the school budget to the 
Legislature exactly as adopted 
by the Trustees. 

The Advisory Board has urged 
substantial cuts in the School’s 
proposed budget. 

The County Commissioners 
would not go along with the Ad- 
visory Board’s recommendations 
to cut two permanent positions, 
and additionally, with regard to 
the Essex County Training 
School, did not go along with the 
Advisory Board’s recommenda- | 
tion to delete all funds for securi- 
ty. The County Commissioners 
feel it is vital to retain five 
security positions to protect the 
property until such time as the 
sale of the facility is consum- 
mated.

as deep and abiding respect for 
integrity.”’ 

“It is indeed a_ tragedy,”’ 
Superintendent Kenneth R. 
Seifert said, ‘‘that such a fine 
person can no longer find he can 
work here.”’ 

Seifert said he felt Weil’s 
message was that there was a 
right way to do business, and a 
way to do business. 

William Van N. Washburn 
said he has been ‘‘very im- 
pressed with the management 
team of Seifert, Westcott and 
Weil,’’ and that he felt the 
resignation was a ‘‘smoke 
screen.’’ He said he felt Weil 
had been unnecessarily 
badgered by Olesen, in an 
attempt to get to Seifert. 

‘I think that’s what’s behind 
this and I think it’s a shame 
that this has caused a fine man 
like Mr. Weil to feel that he 
should resign.”’ 

Olesen countered that he 
respected Washburn’s position, 
and that he thought Washburn 
had done a fine job for being 
‘practically picked off the 
street by the selectmen.”’ 

“I disagree philosophically 
with the superintendent,’’ he 
said. ‘‘If 1 badgered Mr. Weil, 
it’s because Mr. Weil has in- 
jected himself into an area

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Seifert Granted 
$887 Increase 


The stalemate over a raise 
for Superintendent Kenneth R. 
Seifert was broken Tuesday 
night more than half-way into 
the school year. 

The school committee, by a 3- 
2 vote, went along with :Chair- 
man Frank Griggs’ recommen- 
dation of $31,250 for the current 
fiscal year. Seifert has been 
working on last year’s salary of 
$30,363. 

Griggs said he had given 
Seifert a written evaluation of 
his performance and felt the 
raise - of about three percent - 
was warranted. Griggs said 
that starting this fall, he felt 
Seifert had ‘‘stopped fighting”’ 
the committee and started tur- 


ning the system in the direction 


desired. 


Committeeman William Van 
N. Washburn, who made the 
motion for the raise, said he 
considered it a ‘‘bare 
minimum.** William Lane add- 
ed his vote for the majority, 
while George Olesen and John 
Lyons voted against the in- 
crease. 

Olesen charged the ad- 
ministration with ‘‘ineptness,”’ 
and said that the administration 
had caused polarization in the 
community. 


He said the administration - 


“‘repugnates at the words con- 
formity and consistency,’’ and 
that until Seifert came 
forward’ with a thread of 
evidence that he was following 
the philosophy of the current 
committee, he would not vo 
for a raise. : 
“This is not a cost of living 
raise,’ Olesen said, ‘‘but your 
stamp of approval on the per- 
formance of the 


superintendent.”’ 


“I have never publicly 
badgered him to get at Seifert,”’ 
he said. ‘‘That’s an unfair ac- 
cusation.”’ - 

Weil’s resignation statement 
also included comment about 
the school administration and 
staff. 

‘There is a paranoia among 
school people that relates to 
‘doing things the way industry 
does,’ he said. In my experience 
the Andover School system is 
more businesslike than many 
businesses. In the areas of goal- 
setting, monitoring, managing 
and producing with substantial- 
ly less supervision than most in- 
dustry, it is outstanding. 

“While that is a reflection of 
everyone from custodians and 


aides to teachers and prin- , 


cipals, it is mostly due to the 
tremendous managerial talents 
of our superintendent, Dr. 
Seifert. His ability to lead, to 
inspire, and to get the most out 
of every employee in this school 
system is unparalleled in my 20 
years of management ex- 
perience.”’ 

Weil said he had performed in 
accordance with his understan- 
ding of the job requirements, 
and believed he had easily sav- 
ed the taxpayers of Andover 
between $100,000 and $200,000 
yearly - - a figure Seifert later 
called ‘‘conservative.”’ 

Weil also said he had set up 
systems and procedures that 
may continue to save the town 
money in years ahead. 

“It has been done,”’ he said, 
“with such a competent and 
personable staff that these have 
truly been the happiest two- 
and-a-half years of my life.”’ 

In closing, Weil said there 
was another important point to 
be noted. 

‘School committeemen are 
involved who are elected by the 
townspeople. A town that con- 
tinually elects this type of can- 
didate is saying something. It is 
Saying that demagogues who 
cry out simple solutions to com-

In the ensuing years new 
programs and _ instructional 
techniques proliferated.” 
Wilbur said that ‘‘many 
parents have little or no 
genuine understanding as to 
what has taken place. One thing 
we as parents do know, 
however, is that the downward

If there is to be accoun- 
tability for such performance in 
our school system, then I 
respectfully submit that it 
should start here and now.”’ 

He further charged that the 
administration was ‘‘largely 
responsible for the turmoil that 
transpired nearly a year ago,’’ 
when the school committee in- 
itiated certain administrative 
changes, and charged ‘‘non- 
cooperation”’ and “‘lethargic at- 
titude”’ in other areas. Seifert’s 
proposals, he said,‘‘lack 
responsiveness to the mood of 
the school committee.”’ 

He also suggested that no ad- 
ministrative raises be given un- 
til an effective evaluation 
model is determined, and that 
Washburn, who ‘‘was elected by 
the Selectmen’’ in October, 
withhold his vote because he 
didn’t have enough information 
to vote on the question. 

Frank McParland, 19 Wild 
Rose Drive, took issue with 
Wilbur’s remarks that he was 
speaking for all the people of 
Andover. 

“I am very happy with the 
education my children are 
receiving in Andover,’’ he said. 
“He (Wilbur) is one man, and I 
want to cast my vote the other 
way.’’ Also McParland said his 
youngsters had scored very 
high on outside testing. 

Committeeman William Lane 
noted that the 64-page report, 
was compiled and edited by 
Wilbur, and asked who were the 
other members of the com- 
mittee. 

Wilbur said they were 
parents of Andover school 
children, and that they could 
come forward if they wanted. 

None did, however. 

Wilbur also answered ‘‘no”’ to 
Lane’s question if the group 
was incorporated, and when 
Lane asked where income from 
the publication would go - it 
bears a $1 tag - Wilbur 
answered, to defray the costs of 
publication and to further ac- 
tivities of the committee.

These general problems are compounded 
by a deepening recession coupled with the possibility of less aid from 
a State government, itself faced with massive problems of tax solvency.

In the area of county budgeting the first glimmer of progress in 
budgeting prudence can be seen in the operation of the Essex County 
Advisory Board, on which I serve as your statutory representative. 
Selectman Sullivan has performed yeoman service on the Joint Solid Waste 
Committee, and other Selectmen, the Town Manager and Assistant Town 
Manager have executed many external duties not foreseen in past years.

All this is by way of introduction to the general observation that 
in addition to careful budgeting, your Selectmen, in cooperation with 
the Town Manager, are faced with the very difficult task of balancing 
increasing program needs of great value against our announced policy of 
applying fiscal prudence in the light of ruthless inflationary pressures. 


We will do the very best we can in our review of the Town Manager's 
proposals so that we can continue the quality of life that Andoverites 
yearn for, within the limits of our collective pocketbook. Our proposals 
for your consideration will be presented at Town Meeting. But we need 
maximum attendance of all voters. Each citizen can do his part in this 
process of local government by attending Town Meeting: the larger the 
attendance the more we shall have approached democratic local government.

Town Manager 
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Treatment Plant An Asset 
Viewed By Thirsting Neighbors 


Andover’s new water treatment plant which assured the 
quenching of the town’s thirst for years to come, has already 
been eyed longingly by neighboring communities as a relief to 
their water problems. 

The new $5.15 million facility, a little behind schedule in 

delivery, due to construction problems, began supplying the 
town’s 3.6 million gallons of water per day in June. 
- Since that time, at least one industry indicated a desire to 
locate here due to the availability of water for their operation, 
and the towns of North Reading, Wilmington, Tewksbury and 
eb aL have made requests to be served by the Andover 
acility. 

As to whether the town will be able to supply other com- 
munities through the facilities of the plant, is something the 
selectmen, town manager and public works director, are 
studying at present. 

The new station, which is designed to take water from the 
Merrimack River, treat and place it in Haggetts Pond for 
storage, began operation in March and went through extensive 
testing prior to being ap lied to the town’s water system. In 
June, it was fully operable and the machinery at the old pum- 
ping station was shut down. 

Its value to the town was immediate. 

While many communities faced drought conditions last 
summer, Andover had sufficient water supply, and no fear 
resulting from the substantial drop in the level of Haggetts 
Pond, the town’s main reservoir. 

The water department allowed the level of the pond to drop 
substantially, safe in the knowledge that if necessary it could 
go to the Merrimack, with the new facility in operation. 

It never became necessary to go to the river last summer, 
however. 

In December, 83 million gallons of water were taken from 
Fish Brook, treated and placed in the pond, the first time the 
town has been able ‘o do this, aided not only by the new station, 
but also opportune weather conditions. 

Public Works Director Robert E. McQuade reports that the 
town will draw from the Merrimack in the spring of 1975. 

It is expected the use of the Merrimack water will have no 
effect on the taste as is the case in other communities, par- 
ticularly Lawrence. A more modern process for treatment of 
the river water will result augmenting the town’s supply in 
Haggetts with a product practically devoid of the chemicals 
used for purification. 

It will be further purified through natural aeration, being 
placed in the reservoir, rather than going directly into the 
system, 

The plan is to take water from the Merrimack in the spring 
of the year annually, when the river is at its hghest and the 
quality considered best. 

The town will not draw on the river when it is at its low 
points, or during the summer months. 

The draught from the Merrimack will be designed to give the 
town a full pond by July 1. 

Since the opening of the plant, the town has averaged con- 
sumption of 3.6 million gallons of water per day, with the max- 
imum draw, seven million gallons on Aug. 12. 

The facility is designed to provide the town with 12 million 
gallons per day. The addition of two settling tanks would in- 
crease that capacity to 18 million and the foundation work is 
completed for additional filters which would provide a daily 
capacity of 24 million gallons. 

At dedication ceremonies in October, Chairman Milton 
Greenberg of the selectmen, acces ed an honor award from 
Kenneth Salk, area director of HUD, for the plant bein cited 
in the sixth biennial Housing and Urban Development Design

The annual appropriation 
of $100,000 for storm 
drainage improvement work 
was applied this past fall to 
William Street and Holt 
Road, relieving problems in 
those two areas. ; 

Survey work has been 
completed on the improve- 
ment of the unfinished sec- 
tion of High Plain Road and 
this project is expected to 
get underway in the spring 
of 1975 with resurfacing and 
accompanying drainage 
work.

- The Engineering depart- 
ment of the department of 
ublic works worked with 
he planning board in the ex- 
amination of five sub- 
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Awards Program. 

That the new facility was a major asset to the community 
became almost immediately apparent. The selectmen were 
asked in the fall for their feeling with regard to an industry 
which desired to locate in Lowell Junction and would need a 
million gallons of water per day. 

The board, after considering the results, informed the 
representatives of the Carr Co. of Cambridge, which manufac- 
tures fasteners, that it would prefer not having them as in- 
dustrial tenants in the community, based on the water needs. 

In January of 1975, Tewksbury officials, faced with a serious 
water problem, asked for consideration of installing a perma- 
nent connection between the two towns off Dascomb Road, in 
order to draw from Andover’s oy 

The selectmen said they would allow the neighboring town to 
use Andover water in an emergency, but held out no hope of 
becoming a permanent solution to their water problems. 

Connections exist already between the towns of North An- 
dover and North Reading and the city of Lawrence. 

Additional requests have come to Andover from Wilmington 
and Methuen, for relief of their water problems. 

In the months ahead, the selectmen, acting on data provided 
by administrators, will be making decisions as to whether An- 
dover will entertain any regular or long range requests for 
water supply from the treatment plant, from other com- 
munities. 

The board will also be establishing a rate schedule, should 
the decision be made to aid a neighboring town. The selectmen 
are in the process of establishing a rate for the emergency 
supply to be afforded Tewksbury according to the January 
agreement.

Insurance 


Program 
Improved 


The town’s insurance 
rogram, covering property, 
iability and workmen's 

compensation was updated 
in 1974 and went into opera- 
tion as of Jan. 1, 1975. 

Through the work of 
Betterley Associates, the 
town’s coverage on 
municipal buildings was 
reviewed along with the 
overall insurance coverage 
program and recommen- 
dations made to the town 
manager and selectmen. 

As a result of the review, 
the new program was placed 
out to bid and a contract 
awarded to the Bernardin 
Insurance Co., the low 
bidder at $87,797. 

The contracts were placed 
out for bids to only Andover 
companies. 

The new program will 
provide substantially im- 
proved protection for the 
town, with the blanket 
property insurance amount 
increased from $30 million 
to $40 million and an addi- 
tion of $25,000 valuable 
papers coverage to pay for 
reconstruction of records. 

Other improvements in- 
cluded in the new coverage 
are library protection to in- 
clude reconstruction of shelf 
list and card catalogue, 
boiler and machinery 
coverage extended to water 
treatment plant, coverage 
for loss of money and 
securities at town hall, 
general liability limits in- 
creased, addition of liability 
protection for. all 
departments, extension of 
liability coverage to protect 
all town officials, 
employees, boards, com- 
mittees and volunteer 
workers and the addition of 
$2 million umbrella liabilit 
coverage to supplement all 
basic liability insurance. 


Collective 
Bargaining 


Among the newer facets of 
municipal government 
operations is the role of 
collective bargaining. 

Negotiation of contracts 
between administration and 
various bargaining units 
representing municipal 
employees is often long and 
sometimes difficult. 

In the past year, the 
school department was in- 
volved in contract 
negotiations with 
professional personne! 
represented by the Andover 
Teachers Association, as 
well as bargaining agents 
for secretarial and custodial 
employees. 

Contracts were negotiated 
between the town manager 
and unions representing the 
police and fire personnel, 
with agreements reached 
the latter part of 1974. 
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The Role Of 


Negotiations are currently . 


underway with the public 
works department. 

Since the inception of the 
collective bargaining rights 
granted employees by the 
state legislature, the town 
has been able to reach 
agreement on contracts 
before having to go to com-

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Fear Of Arsonists Relieved 


If there is a degree of seriousness involving responses made 
by the fire department, Andover firefighters faced some 
crucial calls the end of 1974 and early part of the new year. 

The danger of a fire in Andover posed serious concern to all 
residents as a number of homes and barns were victims of ar- 
sonists, 

Fire Chief Henry L. Hilton, his associates, the police and the 
State fire marshall’s office were actively engaged in the in- 
vestigation of at least ten cases of arson from September on. 

Through continued investigation and some fortunate cir- 
cumstances some of the arson cases are believed solved 
through the arrest of three persons, still awaiting court action 
at this reporting. 

Most serious cases involved some Andover horse owners, 
whose barns and homes were set ablaze by fire bombs at early 
morning hours, while occupants were sleeping. ae 

Fortunately, circumstances aroused the occupants in time to 
flee to safety and no human lives were affected. At one fire, on 
Haggetts Pond Road, six prized horses perished. At a Lovejoy 
Road residence, several horses were led safely from the 
stables to a nearby field as flames levelled the barn. _ 

Other arson cases involved homes on Lowell Street, Sheridan 
Road, Central Street, Charlotte Drive, Enfield Drive and a 
business block on Main Street. 

A juvenile was arrested and charged with one of the house 
fires and has been facing further questioning with regard to 
other cases in the community. 

In the case of the barn fires, the arsonists had removed 
hydrant caps near the scene, which severely hampered the 
first few vital minutes of fire fighting operations, since fire- 
fighters were compelled to shut down the hydrants, which 
were running, and then hook up hose lines, thus losing valuable 
time in attacking the blaze. ; 

While the arrests served to allay some fears in the communi- 
ty, public safety officials were still cautious due to the recent 
wave of arson cases, not only in Andover but in surrounding 
communities. | 

As for 1974, a new pumper was placed in service. The new 
American LaFrance was approved for purchase at the 1973 
town meeting and delivered this past year. 

It was placed in service at the Central station, with newer 
pumps transferred to the Ballardvale and West stations. Two 
old time pumpers, each in excess of 25 years old, were sold at 
auction during the summer. 

In the first half of fiscal 1974-75, the Andover fire department 
responded to 301 fire calls, 35 false alarms and nine calls for 


mutual aid to surroanding communities.

Community Growth 
Presents Increase 
In Police Problems 


Housebreaks, stolen cars 
and bikes continue to be the 
major problem facing the 
police department. 

As the town continues to 
grow, it is becoming ap- 
parent that increa per- 
sonnel will be necessary to 
cope with the problem and in 
the 1975-76 budget there will 
be a request for an increase 
in personnel in the detective 
division. 

In the last six months of 
1974 131 house breaks were 
reported and 26 attempted 
breaks. There were an equal 
number of breaks in the first 
Six. months of the year, with 
five attempted breaks in- 
vestigated. 

During the final half of 
1974, 86 automobiles were 
stolen, an increase of 30 over 
the first six months. Most of 
the cars were reported 
stolen from industries or 
Stores with large parking 
lots. 

Andover police prosecuted 
335 cases in court, 36 of 
which were juvenile cases. 

Larcenies in excess of $50 
increased from 112 to 196 in 
the July to December, 1974 

riod and larcenies under 

were up from 89 to 118. 

Another cause for concern 
by police personnel has been 
the increase in vandalism, 
which in some cases 
resulted in the assignment 
of special patrols to curb the 
senseless damage of proper- 


ty. 

With the outbreak of the 
several arson cases in the 
fall of 1974, special patrols 


were assigned to various 
sections of the town in an ef- 
fort to both apprehend those 
responsible, if possible, and 
also to avert tragedy 
through fire. 

The detective division was 
actively involved in the in- 
vestigation of the arson 
cases with the result that 
three persons, including a 
juvenile, are subject to 
court action for their in- 
volvement. 

The investigative agency 
was also involved in the in- 
vestigation of the suspected 
murder of a young girl 
whose body was found in a 
brush adjacent to a roadside 

ulloff on Route 125 near the 

tate Police barracks.

Conservationist Duties Increase 


The conservation Com- 
mission received some new 
duties along with authoriza- 
tion to acquire some exten- 
Sive acreage in the past 
year. 

The new land, still 
awaiting action from the 
state Department of Natural 
Resources on a request for 
self-help funds, involves the 
75 acres off High Plain Road 
owned by Fred Doyle. 

Town meeting last spring, 
approved $310,000 for ac- 
quisition of the land, based 
on conservation commission 
recommendation, as well as 
the approval of both 
Selectmen, town manager 
and finance committee. 

The acquisition was deem- 
ed advisable in view of the 
possible eventual develop- 
ment of the property for 
private housing, thus caus- 
ing the town expense in 
terms of additional utilities, 
other services and 
classroom space. 


As for new duties, the 
Conservation Commission 
now acts under provisions of 
the revised Wetlands Act, 
which places it in the posi- 
tion of a regulatory agency. 
It is involved in many 
phases of construction pro- 
iets, and has held six 

earings on projects in- 
volving the wetlands since 
the inception of the 
provisions in November. 

As for the ‘‘Doyle Link,” 
the town has applied for the 
self-help funds which would 
provide the town reimburse- 
ment in part for the 
purchase of the land. 

It has been studied by con- 
Sultants for future use and 
as Currently planned, it will 
be applied to probably 
‘passive’’ recreational use, 
with trails, nature study 
areas and the like.

Federal funds to relieve 
employment problems have 
assisted the town the past 
several months and the 
programs are continuing 
through the latter part of the 
1974-'75 fiscal year. 

Through the federal 
Emergency Employment 
Act and the more recent 
Comprehensive Employ- 
ment Training Act (CETA) 
Andover has received a total 
of $196,529 in funds for 
various positions through 
February of 1975. 

The EEA funds totalled 
$10,665 and provided for a 
personnel file clerk, a 
floating custodial helper and 
a floating custodian-security 
man, all for the school 
department. 

These positions expire on 
March 31, 1975, unless the 
articular federal program 
is extended. 

The CETA Title II funds 
amounting to $65,211 
provides for the following 
positions:

1974 ANNUAL REPORT, TOWN OF ANDOVER 


A court decision in 1974, will be having its implications on 
Andover in the year ahead, as well as all towns and cities in the 
Commonwealth. 

The Sudbury Decision,”’ is a court ruling that says all towns 
and cities in the state must use ‘‘an equalized valuation which 
shall be the fair cash value of all property.’’ While having a 
decided effect here in Andover, the town is in a much better 
position than many other communities. 

Andover has had two complete revaluations in recent years, 
the last one in 1967, and the assessors department has main- 
tained its records since that time. 

The town originally went on equalized assessment and valua- 
tion formula following a revaluation in 1958. 

While local assessments are based on an equalized valuation 
system, state tax authorities record the town as assessing at 
less than fair. 

But, the court ruling and orders from the state department 
of corporations and taxation, which oversees all taxation in the 
Commonwealth, has informed all local assessing departments 
that the fair cash value system must be implemented, and 
passing the responsibility on to local assessors. 

The local assessors have been ordered to provide the state 
tax department a description of current assessing practices, 
sales studies and plans for meeting the tax commission man- 
date by April 1. The commission is then to report to the 
Supreme Court by July 1, on the response from the com- 
munities. 

Assessor William Russell reports that assessors groups have 
been meeting with state authorities to outline the minimum 
pe which will have to be met to comply with the court 
order. 

The requirements include, in addition to full and fair cash 
value assessments, the maintenance of tax maps, property 
records, and a valuation maintenance system. Some of these 
requirements have already been met here in Andover. 

As for future implications of the decision, Russell reports 
that he and his associates, Archibald D. Maclaren and Phillips 
B. Marsden, Jr., are currently analyzing Andover’s situation, 
to determine the town’s best approach to meeting the new 
mandates. 

Currently under study are alternate fe on how the town 
shall proceed to update present records. 

One such study is the examination of recent property sales in 
the town comparing them with present assessments on file. 

With a large town like Andover, full and fair cash value 
presents a problem, in that similar properties in one section of 
town would have a greater value than apparent comparables in 
another. 

The biggest problem as the assessors see it, is that whatever 
method is chosen to comply with the new laws, it is going to 
cost the town money. 

A revaluation done by an outside professional firm, will be 
costly, because all communities will be facing the same 
problem, and companies will be able to command a higher 
price than previously. We” 
ede tH 6s Wilco money sive ddditionen personnel will 
be needed. The professional personnel required to do the job, 
will necessarily Ee scarce, due to demand, thus salary could be 
a consideration if the board decided to move in this direction. 

The effect on Andover taxpayers will be tempered somewhat 
by the move toward equalized valuation which was ac- 
complished in 1957 and updated in 1968. 

The case presented to the court by the town of Sudbury was 
aimed at obtaining equalized valuation among and between all 
351 cities and towns in the Commonwealth. The only: fair way 
to accomplish this is by going to fair cash value which, in turn, 
would assure equalized distribution of state funds. 

Many communities will be hit hard by the court ruling, hav- 
ing to go through entire new revaluation processes. 

In Andover, the assessors feel, the effect will not be too 
great, due to upkeep and maintenance of records. 

What will be effected, will be the municipal budget and the 
decision as to how best to conform with the State Supreme 
Court ruling.

Andover, like all towns and cities in the Commonwealth went 
on a new fiscal year system in the past year, to bring its ac- 
counting procedures in line with the state and federal 
governments. The fiscal year now runs from July | to June 30. 

Since 1973, the tax payers of Andover have received billings 
for one 12-month perloe , a six month period and will be receiv- 
ing bills-soon for the final six months of fiscal 1974-’75. 

Tax billing periods now occur twice a year, with payments 
due on Oct. 1 and May 1. Previously, the single payment was 
due on Oct. 1 for the entire year.

Chairman 


The school department is thankful for the opportunity to make 
this annual report to the citizens of the town. 

It would be easy for anyone to say that the past year consisted 
only of court cases, grievances, antagonistic school committee 
and administration relationships, petitions and the formation of 
citizen study groups. Actually while all of these instances were 
true to varying degrees, | believe that many citizens are not aware 
of the significant progress that was made in changing the direc- 
tion in which the schools were heading. | would like to briefly 
describe some of these changes made during the past year. 

The school committee instructed the administration in April to 
increase its emphasis on the basic skills of writing, spelling, math 
computation and reading. It was the opinion of the committee, 
based upon standardized test results and parental inputs, that the 
children were deficient in these areas. We are pleased to report 
that test scores are rising in most of these areas with exception of 
spelling and certain writing skills. We further believe that these 
two areas will also show a marked improvement this year. 

As a means of increasing the achievement of students in the 
basic skills area as well as enabling them to progress faster and 
further, the homework policy was passed and implemented in 
September. With the exception of certain start up problems, the 
committee feels that the policy has improved the atmosphere in 
our schools and will work to the long term benefit of all of our 
students. A poll taken of many parents, teachers and students 
attested to the value of the policy. 

We also passed a policy giving parents the final decision mak- 
ing authority as to which type of learning environments in all of 
our elementary schools. In the April directive to the school ad- 
ministration, we stated that we wanted an increase in teacher 
direction in certain areas with a corresponding reduction in 
emphasis placed on individualized programs. We now feel that 
we are approaching a more acceptable balance between the two 
teaching methods with the result being a direct benefit to our 
children. 

In the high school, we have seen an increase in discigijne in 
both the area of student citizenship and academics. This im- 
provement can be traced to the high school administration and 
particularly to the appointment of new assistant principals, 
Wilbur Hixon and Steve Richardson. We are confident that the 
vast majority of parents wanted and approve of these changes 


which, along’ with the homework policy, enable the parent to | 
know what their children are learning and where they are during’ 


the school day. 

In financial matters, the school committee has continued its 
close scrutiny of budgetary requests and through its efforts was 
able to reduce the school portion of the tax rate by approximate- 
ly $4 for the current fiscal year. We are also hopeful that we will 
be able to minimize the budgetary increases for the upcoming 
fiscal year. With a leveling off of student population, we hope to 
be able to maintain our no new personnel policy (with the excep- 
tion of 766 needs). From a fiscal responsibility standpoint, the 
committee feels it has, and will continue to carry out the senti- 
ment of the town. 

The formulation of a school policy handbook, largely through 
the effort of John Wragg, now serves as a guide for the ad- 
ministration and a source of information for the citizens of the 
town. We are currently working on two significant policies deal- 
ing with evaluation and curriculum which should serve the town 
well in the future. 

In the upcoming fiscal year, the effect of Chapter 766 will be 
felt to a far greater degree. It is still very difficult to project just 
where this legislation is going to take us educationally or fiscally. 
We would therefore appreciate the patience and understanding 
of the community as we attempt to implement the intent of this 
law. We will be exercising some fiscal restraint on the program to 
insure that we do not duplicate services or expand special 
programs at a rate which makes them difficult to staff and 
evaluate. 

Finally, | feel that for the first time in my four years on the 
committee, the schools are heading in the direction desired by a 
vast majority of the town. With the continued financial and moral 
support of the town, | believe that our school system will meet the 
needs of all our children and their parents.

1974 was also the year, he said, when the school committee 
established the practice of spelling out ‘‘rather specific goals.”’ 

_ Those goals, outlined in a joint letter from Seifert and School 
Committee Chairman Francis E. Griggs, Jr., to parents in the 
spring, include: 

1. Greater emphasis on basic skills. 

2. More teacher-directed activities and assistance where 
students are not progressing at an acceptable rate in the in- 
dividualized programs. 

3. Greater parental involvement in the school program. 

4. A more structured approach for students. 

®. A more delibertate evaluation of the high school 


3 curriculum and electives. 


6. Increased emphasis on improving student conduct and 
respect for self, others, and their environment. 

The need for more emphasis on non-college-bound youths 
had been expressed in recent years, and Seifert said that 1974 
brought many new ideas, especially from the staff, in the area 
of ‘‘world of work.”’ 

The ‘‘world of construction” in industrial arts, for instance, 
represents a definite change in concept toward utilitarianism, 
he said. The youths learn how to build a house, for example, in- 
stead of just how to make lamps and shelves and things. 

-Also related to 766, Seifert mentioned the Greater Lawrence 
Collaborative, which includes Lawrence, Methuen, North An- 
dover, Andover and the Vocational School. 

The Schools combine for special needs classes that one 
system couldn’t afford individually, and icat Savings result. 
Some Andover youngsters go to North Andover for a class, for 
example, while some from other towns attend a class for han- 
dicapped children at West Elementary. 

In the area of achievement tests, Seifert said Andover 
youngsters scored ‘‘very well . . . above the national average 
on many tests.’”’ The ‘‘across the board results,” he said, 
“were very sSatisfactory.”’ 

The tests did, he said, confirm the need for improvements in 
spelling and writing skills, though the teachers had already 
recommended that those two programs be built up. 

Girls’ involvement in athletics improved considerably in 
1974, Seifert said, ‘‘but we still have an awfully long way to 


O. 

Previously, he said, girls competed primarily in gymnastics 
and some field hockey and tennis. In 1974, they added volley 
ball and basketball at the high school level, and also began 
‘‘sports activity’’ days with girls from other schools. 

The one dilemma caused by the increase in girls’ athletics, 
Seifert said, is that if the schools only have so much to spend on 


athlatiog...tbsas: mos houg tote tee wth ition fux yo 11 
order to increase them for girls. 

He also added that girls’ athletics are still integrated to the 
point that there are men coaching some of their sports. 

Economics is also a factor in many other areas, Seifert said, 
and predicted that the level of school services will be decreas- 
ing through the years. 

A number of proposals from the past aren’t even requested 
any more, he said, “though the problems may still be there.” 

Teachers are no longer able to spend any amount of time on 
the social and personal problems of the pupils, for example. 
The tutorial program has had to group students, with less in- 
dividual attention, ‘‘and we will probably have to have even 
more of this because of financial constraints. 

He added that a greater percentage of school monies now go 
to maintenance and utility costs, as energy problems show

titude ‘‘that the community is beginning to understand that we 
can't keep up with the services.”’ 

Seifert said that 1974 brought a very marked change in what 
was expected of the schools. Standardized measurement began 
to take on more importance than ever before, for instance, 
with the school committee’s indication that college board 
results should become part of the evaluation process. 

Another milestone, he said, was the establishing of a policy 
book by the school committee. 

‘Having policies from the board is essential,’’ he said, and 
called the book ‘‘a very significant contribution.” 

‘Whether I agree or disagree, an academic decision must 
have a policy to guide the administration,” he said, as well as 
to fall back on in a legal situation. 

On the other hand, he said, 1974 brought some anxieties on 
the part of the staff, ‘‘as in any change process until it 
stabilizes itself.”

Who can have a core evaluation?

_ School personnel may refer a child for an evaluation if there 
is a possibility of special needs, but the parent’s consent is es- 
sential and their full participation iS earnestly desired. 


What is core evaluation? 
A ‘‘core evaluation”’ consists of:

referral for an evaluation with the child's parent ane nse 
mines, with the parent’s consent, the extent and components of 
the evaluation. 

The school psychologist administers the achievement and 
psychometric and personality testing. 

The school physician or the child’s own physician performs a 
complete physical examination. Further medical testing may 
be indicated by other specialists and will be undertaken if the 
parent consents. 


The home visitor records the child’s developmental history 
by meeting with the parents at home or at school. She is also 
ready to assist in contacting community service agencies for 
home problems of a non-educational nature if they are con- 
tributing to the child’s problems. 

The child’s teachers and all pas or present school records, 
including a recent objective observation of achievement and 
behavior. 

The child’s parents may examine test results and are invited 
to all meetings held by the core team regarding their child. 

The educational plan is developed and written to meet the 
child’s needs, as determined by the entire evaluation. 

If the educational plan is accepted and signed by the parent, 
the child is placed in the appropriate program. 


What does a home visitor do? 


The home visitors, Elizabeth Serbagi and Margaret Penkus, 
are professional registered nurses with experience in family 
health care, school nursing, and community health, which in- 
cludes referral services and health counselling. Both have 
teaching experience with Andover school children, as well as 
inservice teaching to Andover staff members. 

The home visit is a vital component of the core evaluation 
process. Under Chapter 766 notably positive home-school 
relationships have been developed which have promoted and 
supported the important role of the parents as members of the 
evaluation team, to assist with the diagnosis of special needs 
as well as development of individualized programs and ser- 
vices for special needs children. 

In the home visit, which may take place in the child’s home 
or a mutually acceptable location, there is an exchange of in- 
formation. In general, the home visitor learns about the fami- 
ly, environment, child’s social development, physical growth 
and development, health history, and the parent’s view of the 
child’s school situation. 

When necessary, appropriate referrals of community ser- 
vices are made by the home visitor. Factual health education 
within the role of nursing practice is also provided when ap- 
propriate. 

hen the parent prefers the school to be responsible for the 
medical component of the evaluation, the home visitor 


schedules the necessary physical examinatiqn with the, school... . 


physician, meets the parent and child at the doctor’s office and 
assists the physician with the physical examination. Further 
medical studies may be requested by the physician. 

The co-operation of the school eh eee the ' attending 
hysicians and medical specialists, has provided valuable in- 
ormation in many evaluations to date. The home visitor in An- 

dover may act as the physician’s designee when necessary at 
Core Evaluation Team meetings. 


Who pays for these programs? 


The State of Massachusetts reimburses the school systems 
for the costs of all programs up to 110 per cent of the average 
state cost of each program. Federal grants have assisted us in 
initiating needed services when local funds have been insuf- 
ficient. 

What is tne Urealer Lawrence Culaburativ«e? 

The school systems of Andover, North Andover, Methuen, 
Lawrence and the Regional Vocational School, cooperate in 
providing special needs services. Children from the 
collaborative communities may enroll in specific classes when 
space is available. 

This saves the communities from duplicating services when 
only a few children from each need a specific type of 
classroom. The class for physically handieapped children in 
He West Elementary School is an example of a collaborative 
class.

Shows Continued Growth 


Memorial Hall Library services - - and library use by 
townspeople - - continued to grow in 1974, with as many as 874 
people entering the library on a single day. 

Circulation has increased a total of 33 per cent since 1970, 
and the staff - - which hasn’t been increased in the past three 
years - - continues to serve a town they describe as demanding 
of high-quality services and materials. 

Libraries are changing, according to a library spokesman. 
More automation, more audiovisual materials, and more infor- 
mational needs are in the forefront of the 70’s, and Andover has 
attempted to keep pace. 

While not big enough to convert to more costly automated 
functions, the library is following developments of infor- 
mational networks, and when the proper time comes - - and 
monies are available - - it will be able to tap into existing 


In the audiovisual realm, the library has followed the trend 
and needs in providing equipment and materials, and state 
funds have bought much of its equipment. It no longer has to 
add expensive 16mm films to its collection because the Boston 
Public Library has an extensive collection bought with state 


money for distribution and free use by libraries throughout the 


Eastern region. 


Information service and reference are the areas where con- 


capita. 


temporary libraries can make their greatest contribution. 
With the information explosion, all have a need for these ser- 
vices. Memorial Hall’s track record in answering questions 
has been very good. Not everyone wants to spend leisure time 
reading a book. Many do, and the library continues to serve 
this portion of the population as well. 

Andover as a subregional center assists the libraries in 
Northeastern Massachusetts through Interlibrary Loan. This 
service is funded by the Commonwealth. In turn, Andover has 
access to all the wealth of the Boston Public Library and other 
libraries - - public, special and university - - in the Eastern 
Region. Andover receives consulting services from experts in 
every area of library operation, films, reference service, and 
the loan of books and other materials, all free. 

The future of the library revolves around plans for additional 
space. There have been some staff rearrangements to better 
utilize available personnel. Cutbacks have been made in 
various expenditure areas; however, these have been offset by 
cost increases. The staff therefore plans to continue to give the 
best service possible within the limits of current economic and 
space problems. 

Statistically speaking, the library, in the last half of 1974, had 
a grand total circulation of 172,831, including a circulation of 
4,376 at the Ballardvale Branch. 

That circulation amounted to 13.83 items per person in An- 
dover, while the library’s shelves contained 4.91 books per 


In the same six months, 4,071 volumes were added for a new 
total of 122,824, and some 161,223 books were circulated.Also 


circulated .were..431. framed--prints and~ sculpture; 7,899 
records; 528 microfilms; 1,124 reel films and 1,626 ‘‘other’’ - 


equipment, puzzles, maps, and Pb record sets. 


Memorial Hall borrowed 311 books via the Inter-library loan, 
and loaned 3,833 in return. It also provided 19 adult programs, 
15 story hours, 59 preschool programs, 20 school class visits, 
and 51 other children’s programs, such as art, music, poetry 


and crafts.

The period of tight mane

the Planning Board. 

During that period only four subdivisions containing 19 lots 
were approved, from a total of five subdivision plans involving 
40 lots. One plan for 11 lots was still pending.

The 1970 census showed that, unlike many nearby com- 
munities, Andover’s growth rate has not declined at all in the 
last decade, remaining at about 38 percent, as it was from 1950 
to 1960. This, the planners point out, reflects the fact that An- 
dover is considered a desirable community in which to live - 


and one that still has much undeveloped 


land. 


The problem of coping with growth without destroying the 
character of the town is still of great concern to the Planning 
Board.

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ment proceeds, the planners contend, unless counter measures 
are taken. 

The acquisition of land by the Town and other agencies is do- 
ing much to preserve open space, they go on. But the problems 
of growth go far beyond the question of preservation of open 
space, to include adequate provision 0 municipal services 
such as schools, sewers, public safety, roads, development of 
public transportation, industrial development, disposal of 
refuse, and many others. A high level of planning activity is 
needed if the town is to deal with these problems successfully. 

Though most developers in Andover have generally been 
responsible and conscientious in roviding a high quality home 
in a well laid out and constructed subdivision, there have been 
significant abuses by a few contractors. While it is unfortunate 
to penalize the majority for the pecadillos of a few, a major ef- 
fort was made during 1974 to revise and strengthei. the Plan- 
ning Board’s Rules and Regulations regarding subdivisions. 

Planning Board representatives met on several occasions 
with the Town Manager, Town Engineer, heads of the Depart- 
ment of Public Works and Health Department and responsible 
developers, to ensure that their suggestions were incorporated 
into the new amendments. These changes, after review by 
Town Counsel and the new consultant, plus the required public 
hearings, have now been incorporated in formal requirements. 

The Planning Board is currently undertaking studies of 
downtown Andover, emphasizing growih, traffic and parking 
problems and the associated conversion of older large homes 
into professional offices and apartments. Other avenues of 
preserving open space and regulating the rate of growth are 
under study. 

Numerous other projects were worked on and completed in 
1974 and among these, a land chart and a population/housing 
chart were drawn up, each of which can be updated annually. 
The population section of the Comprehensive lan was updated 
and a start was made on a revision of the housing section. 

Alan Voorhees Associates, specialists in traffic planning, 
completed a short study for the Board of the impact of 


- Arkwright-Boston’s proposed access to the Hewlett- ackard 


site, and the Board has held many work sessions with the 
deVeloper to assure a minimum impact of this large industrial 
area on surrounding residences. The Board obtained a right-of- 
way to the town-owned recreation strip along the Merrimack 
River through Arkwright-Boston’s property. 

At the October, 1974 Special Town Meeting, the Planning 
Board submitted a negative report on Article 13 which propos- 
ed to rezone Single Residence C land to Apartment use. Ihe 
Board’s report outlined the inadequate water supply, the 
significant impact on the demand for town facilities and the 
adverse effect such development would have on the neighbor- 
ing residences. Two other reports were submitted; one, an af- 
firmative report on the request for a sum to install lights at 
Lowell Street, Shawsheen oad and Beacon Street, and the 
other, dealing with a land exchange on Greenwood Road. 

During 1974, as in the past years, representatives of the 
Board attended Board of Appeals hearings regularly, express- 
ing the planners viewpoint on each appeal. The Planning Board 
was also represented by Donald Mulvey in the activities of the 
Central Merrimack Valley Regional Plannin Commission. In 
addition, Board members attended special meetings on a 
variety of topics with the Board of Selectmen, Board of 
Appeals, representatives of Phillips Academy and the Andover 
Housing Authority.

coupled with an increase in state receipts and federal revenue 
sharing funds, ultimately resulted in a $1 decrease in the 


Prior to the session there had been some doubts concerning 
whether local officials would continue their support of the 
MBTA train service. 

The official view was altered, however, when David Gunn, 
head of the commuter rail division of the MBTA came to An- 
dover and explained the cost structure ofthe Andover service. 
He explained that the costs to the communities were assessed 
on a formula established for continuing the train beyond the 
MBTA district. 

Despite administrative approval from the stage of the town 
meeting, some residents objected, with Karl Haartz offering 
objection to the $15,000 expenditure and receiving support from 
others, including James Trombly, affiliated wit the Trombly 
Motor Coach service which operates the express bus service to 
Boston. 

Despite appeals by commuters, including Atty. Robert S. 
Zollner and John S. Sullivan, the voters rejected the $15,000 ex- 
penditure and for a time, it appeared the daily Buddlinner 
would either cease, or at least pass through Andover, which 
had almost half the patrons, closed door. 

But Atty. Zollner and Sullivan formed an Andover Rail Com- 
mittee and were able to keep the train in service, through a 
pledge of $6,000 in funds provided by the commuters. 

The service is to continue until voters act on three articles 
dealing with MBTA service at the 1975 town meeting. 

The private funds pledged are held in an escrow account to 
insure the MBTA of payment of the bill for the service con- 
tinuance. 

What the town will be acting on in the spring of 1975 will be 
payment of past bills to the MBTA, funds for the current year 
and also for a commitment to 1976 service. 

The only other major issues at the October meeting involved 
a change in makeup of the school committee and rezoning of 
acreage off South Main Street for additional apartments. 


Atty. Irving L. Newman had proposed the change in school 
committee membership, increasing the size of the board to 
seven members serving two year terms. 

Defeated at the fall meeting, Atty. Newman has rein- 
troduced the matter for consideration at the 1975 annual ses- 


Among major money issues approved in March were $310,000 
for acquisition of the Doyle land off High Plain Road for con- 
servation purposes, $130,000 for closing out the Ballardvale 
sewer treatment plant, $100,000 to continue the surface 
drainage improvement program, $200,000 for improvement of 
the water distribution system, and $64,000 for improvements to 
town hall. 

Also approved was an item calling for $50,000 for a new bath 
house for Pomps Pond, which eventually proved to be insuf- 
ficient and the town will be asked to provide additional funds in 
1975 to complete the project. | 

The money items age along with little in the way of 
debate, but some of the changes in the town’s zoning and also 
in its bylaws, was cause for lengthy discussion at times. 

Lots on Chestnut Street adjacent to St. Augustine’s school 
were given a conditional approval for change from residential 
to business classification at one session, then reconsidered a 
subsequent meeting and failed to win approval for change. 

The town did approve a change in zoning for a parcel of land 
off Osgood Street, abutting Route 93 from residential to in- 
dustrial. The particular rezoning will be further changed in 
1975, if the annual town meeting approves a change from in- 
dustrial classification to professional office zone. | 

A change in the menibershis and powers of the Finance 
Committee was also approved at the annual session. 

At the suggestion of former Town Manager Richard J. 
Bowen, the FinCom will now be composed of nine members, 
instead of seven as previous, and the board has lost its veto 
power on money items facing the October town meeting. 

Bowen had presented these articles previously and had met 
with defeat. In 1974, John S. Sullivan presented the proposals 
for Bowen who was by that time in a new job as city manager 
in a Long Island community. 

Despite objections by the FinCom on the stripping of the Oc- 
tober town meeting power, the voters approved. The October 
session, while called for in town bylaws, is considered a special 
session by statute and as such, the FinCom had to approve any 
item dealing with money in order to allow town meeting con- 
sideration.

The total project cost of $53,750,000 is being borne substan- 
tially through federal and state funds, with Andover’s share of 
the capital construction set at eight per cent or about $6.3 
million, 

Perini Construction Co. is building the treatment plant. J.F. 
White construction company was awarded the contract for the 
intercepting sewers and metering stations this past year. 

The plant is expected to be operational next year. 

Under consideration by the selectmen is a plan which would 
have the taxpayers in general share in the capital costs of 
producing the plant and the trunk lines. This would be a 
general budget item for tax rate considerations.

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Editorial Comment 


The Moderates 


School philosophies have changed in recent years. 

For the past several years in Andover, there has been 
sharp differences between those espousing the liberal 
philosophies for public education and those of the so- 
called conservative persuasion. 

As another school committee campaign heightens 
toward the eventual election day decision, we seem to 
be now faced with a new tag - - namely the moderates. 

Whether such names fit the candidates is something 
that the voters themselves must determine. 

If their is validity in being classified as a liberal, con- 
servative or moderate, is something that the voters 
may well decide on March 3 this year when two new 
committee members will be elected. 

We mention the school committee in particular, here, 
only because no one seems to be paying an awful lot of 
attention to the office of selectmen, which is also on the 
ballot, in case anyone might be interested. 

The principal point in all this concerns the need for 
the electorate to be informed before going to the polls 
on election day. 

And, in Andover, there is ample opportunity to meet 
the candidates, discuss the issues and make ultimate 
determinations. 

In no other community that we know of, is such an op- 
portunity presented to the electorate. 

Some candidates forums have already been held, 
others are scheduled, coffee hours are planned, 
Memorial Hall library has allotted space for candidates 
to provide information. 

Next Tuesday night at West Junior High School 
Auditorium, the Andover League of Women Voters, as 
they have done for many years, will conduct its annual 
Candidates Night program. 

This annual league-sponsored program, is the final 
public forum for all the candidates and the opportunity 
for hearing and questioning the office-seekers on their 
views. 

Attendance is recommended, for it is based on the 
views expressed at such meetings, that determinations 
can be made as to what persuasion a candidate leans 
toward. 

Labels notwithstanding, quite often a candidate’s true 
identity is best displayed in such public forums. 


Town Funds 


The majority of the selectmen would seem to be 


proper in their insistence that any funds received from 
the state for the town’s acquisition of the Doyle proper- 
ty on High Plain Road go into the general treasury. 

A week ago, the board voted four to one, Alan F. 
French in opposition, to insist that the possible $150,000 
in self-help funds go to the treasury, rather than being 
allotted to the conservation commission. 

Some years ago the town established a conservation 
fund for the specific purpose of assisting the conserva- 
tion commission in negotiating for and obtaining open, 
green areas for the town. 3 

Whatever funds have been received from the state 
Department of Natural Resources for conservation land 


acquired, have, more or less, been considered funds for 


the commission. 


The Doyle land purchase, however, is a different 


case. 


Town meeting last year approved purchase of the 
property to prevent development. The meeting was also 
told that the acreage would be used for conservation 


and some recreation. 


With the support of most all town boards and com- 
mittees, the town meeting appropriated $310,000 for the 
purchase with the understanding that some of the cost 


would be reimbursed by the state. 


With that understanding, we think it only right that 
whatever comes to the town through self-help funds 


should go toward assisting in keeping the tax rate down.

Vito Grieco, former president 
und designer of men’s clothing 
for Grieco Brothers, Inc., of 
Lawrence, and a long-time resi- 
dent of Andover, died Saturday at 
the Brooks Hospital, Brookline. 
He was 83. 

As a boy of 13, Mr. Grieco 
came to this country alone from 
his native Italy. In New York 
City he continued an appren- 
ticeship which had begun at 12, in.

Becker Case Action 


The School Committee Tues- 
day night postponed a stand on 
the William Becker case - 
which it called one of principle 
versus procedure - until a 
special session next Tuesday 
night at 7:30 p.m. in West 
Elementary School. 

The committee's counsel, 
James Murphy, had told them 
they could either live with an 
arbitrator's ruling to reinstate 
Becker as head of the English 
Department at Andover High, 
or take it to court for a 
declarative judgment. 

The arbitrator ruled January 
31 that the committee had 
violated its collective bargain- 
ing agreement with the 
teachers last spring when it 
failed to renew Becker’s ap- 
pointment as department 
head. The decision particularly 
referred to the committee’s 
failure to grant a personal hear- 
ing to Becker, as provided in 
‘Article 26 of the teacher’s con- 
tract. 

Murphy Tuesday took issue 
with the precedent the ar- 
bitrator had used in the deci- 
sion, saying it makes the issue 
one of ‘‘Who does and doesn’t 
have tenure.”’ 

If the interpretation is that 
Becker is going to have tenure 
on tenure or tenure as a depart- 
ment head as well as tenure as 
a teacher - Murphy said the 
committee would have no alter- 
native but to take it into the 
courts, even though Andover 
did not wish to become a ‘‘test 
case.” 

If a narrower interpretation 
were used, that department 
heads are protected by a hear- 
ing, and teachers by. their 
tenure, Murphy said the com- 


mittee might have to live with | 


the decision. 


Tax Bills 
In Mail 


Real Estate Tax bills for the 
second payment of the new 
Fiscal billing are in the mails. 

Payment of the second half is 
due in full by May 1, 1975. Taxes 
unpaid after that date will be 
assessed interest from April 1.

‘personally wronged” by the 
arbitrator's decision, and that 
‘nothing could have been 
farther from my mind at the 
time than to preclude him 
(Becker) from a_ personal 
hearing.” 

Griggs said it was his un- 
derstanding that Becker chose 
to go the grievance route 
provided by the teacher's con- 
tract rather than to Article 26. 

‘I fell down as a chairman by 
not putting my comments in 
writing,’ he said, and added, 
“The arbitrators decision was 
dead wrong in saying that we 
systematically precluded a per-

Hearings 


Monday 


The selectmen will hold a 
hearing Monday night on 
proposed bylaws relating to the 
consumption of alcoholic 
beverages in public parks and 
on public ways. 

The new bylaws will be 
presented to town meeting for 
adoption.
